There  lately  died  at  Mashain,  in  Yoikshire.  Mr.  CttRiSTO- 
pitER  Durham,  aged  ninety-seven.  So  far  as  a  human  being 
may  be  said  to  have  led  a  blameless  life,  the  testimony  of  all 
ranks  and  all  denominations  of  Christians  declare  Mr.  Dur¬ 
ham’s  to  have  been  so.
